Social and Personal News Notes of the Northfield Area 


Through a 
kitchen Window 


In troubled times and times of 
stress the ever increasing need is 
to get away for a short time, phys- 
ically or mentally, to acquire “or- 
chids for the soul." 


Last week we were transported 
to a beautiful world, half real, half 
fantasy, via an art exhibit of mo- 
tifs—aquarelles by Baron Ernst 
von Maydell whose paintings are 
inspired by the writings of Hans 
Christian Andersen. Under the 
sponsorship of Springfield Garden 
club and the Springfield Museum 
of Natural History this delightful 
exhibit of original water colors 
continues through December 14 
at the museum. There is. still 
time to see and enjoy this extra- 
ordinary treat. 


In addition to the paintings, go- 
ing hand in hand, is a remarkable 
selection of Hans Christian Ander- 
sen memorabilia from the vast 
personal collection of Brryman 
Ridges of New York and Italy, 
who is in attendance at the exhib- 
it each day to enlighten and de- 
light visitors. 

Show cases in the center of the 
room are filled with interesting 
items: translations of Andersen's 
works in many languages includ- 
ing the first edition in 1829 to the 
latest of 1955, paper cut-outs, lith- 
ographs, letters, pictures, a walk- 
ing cane, and crystal goblets once 
used by Jenny Lind. Many of these 
items are rare and a goodly num- 
ber of them will be presented to 
the City Museum of Odense, Den- 
mark, through the courtesy of Mr. 
Ridges. A magnificent addition to 
his collection, recently acquired 
by Mr. Ridges through a chance 
meeting with two Danish students 
in Venice, is a bronze bust of 
Hans Christian Anderson created 
‘yy the English sculptor, Joseph 
Durham, in 1847. 

Several years ago we enjoyed a 
visit to the little village on the 
‘sland of Fyn, Denmark, where my 
mother and grandmother were 
jorn, not far from Andersen's 
‘irthplace in Odense. Having 
yeard a great deal about the au- 

hor of fairy tale fame from my 
mother, it was a treat for us to 
visit his home, now a& museum 
which contains a large and fascin- 
ating collection of mementos. 
This exhibit in Springfield seemed 
“7 us like an extension of the Hans 
Christian Andersen museum _ in 
NiAese, 

The enthusiastic Brryman 
dees is a close friend of the ar- 
tist Baron Ernest von Maydell 
whose first exhibition was ar- 
ranged by Henry Ford in 1930 
Rorn in 1886 of titled parents 
Baron Maydell fled in 1920 from 
his native Esthonia to the Bava- 
rian Alps where he and his wife 
lived in a small] mountain hut. He 
might never have developed this 
creative art if he had not been a 
refugee, penniless, discouraged 
and disheartened. He turned to a 
childhood love of drawing flowers 
and insects, and from this smal] 
earnest beginning he has devel- 
oped the unusual art expression 
which is his. 

His first works were on brown 
wrapping paper, using for colors 
spinach water, jodine weed and or- 
dinary bluing. A charming early 
effort belonging to Mr. Ridges is 
included among the pictures on 
view and we understand a tapes- 
try of this particular design is 
soon to be made. 

Baron Maydell’s water colors 
have an immediate appeal for 
anyone interested in nature and 
art. In exquisite detail they de- 
pict the little marvels of everyday 
life tnat for the most part go un- 
seen. Familiar flowers, vegetables 
grains and grasses, and the tiny 
insects, frogs, mice and fish one 
might meet if one’s eyes were 
trained to really see, are all lov- 
ingly and whimsically drawn. 
from life. 

In each aquarelle there is a 
delicacy of technique, harmonious 
coloring and meticulous § drafts- 
manship coupled with tmaginative 
humor. We moved slowly from 
picture to picture, amused and de- 
lighted, and found each one equal- 
ly interesting and captivating. 

The catalogue lists 39 of these 
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remarkable vignettes. Titles were 
fascinating such as: For Frogs 
Only, Portrait of the Petunia 
Family and The Queen Rides By. 
On the Sunny Side pictures small 
insects on the face of a sunflow- 
er. The Vegetarian is a white 
mouse washing its face atop a long 
white carrot-shaped bect. In tones 
of beige, orange and brown, a lit- 
tle brown mouse is Hiding from 
the Wind under a bit of driftwood. 
Maple keys, a_ skeletonized lcaf 
and a branch of a beech tree form 
an interesting composition and de- 
sign. Landing was most amusing. 
A dragonfly carrying a peeper on 
its back is coming in for a landing 
on a head of lettuce with the help 
of a praying mantid signalling 
with a red flower petal, while a 
grasshopper, caterpillar and two 
red ladybugs watch from the leaf 
edge. A Bluebird Passed By--a 
lovely simple theme, a_ bluebird’s 
feather is caught in the bending 
heads of ripened oats. A grasshop- 
per, dragonfly and mayfly added 
decorative notes to the picture. 
Visitors to the exhibit were en- 
hanced and went away with happy 
smiles on their faces. 

In each one of Baron Maydell’s 
paintings there is a kinship with 
nature, and the flight of imagina- 
tion taken by the artist with a 
fresh new viewpoint is perfectly 
delightful, and delightfully deline- 
ated. These are aquarelles of dis- 
tinction by an artist who takes his 
inspiration from the fabulist Hans 
Christian Andersen. 

We enrich our lives as we invest 
in beauty. You will find a visit to 
this exhibit to be most rewarding.
